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Place of holding sessions of trial court as affecting validity of its proceedings, 18 A.L.R.3d 572 


A power conferred by statute on a "court" refers to the court held, whether by one or more judges, at a time! and place established 
by law for the administration of justice.” Although there is authority for the view that if a court is held at a place not fixed by 
law its decision is thereby rendered void, or at least reversible,” particularly where the court has exercised jurisdiction beyond 
its territorial limits,’ there is also authority for the view that the irregularity of holding court at a place other than that prescribed 


by law does not necessarily render the proceeding void or a decision reached reversible.” Under this latter view, a hearing can 
be held outside the county in which the principal action is pending, so long as the hearing is conducted in a county within the 


judicial district.° 
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
